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The Quebec Exchange Club has existed at Edith Rogers for the 


past seven years. It is a club which students join voluntarily 


like other clubs at the beginning of the school year. The main 
difference between the Quebec Exchange Club and other clubs is 
that membership is limited to students who have studied French in 
grades 7 and 8 and are continuing it in grade 9. The club was 
originally begun in order to provide students with the opportunity 
to actually apply the French language which they were studying 

by living with and hosting a student with a French background. 


While on exchanges students stay in the home of a French- 
speaking family in Quebec for approximately one week. They in 
turn host the person with whom they have been twinned in their own 
home in Edmonton for a similar period of time. By staying witha 
Quebec family the students have the opportunity to practice their 
French and to learn more French through experience with the various 
members of the family. Many students develop good friendships 
with their twins which continue in the form of letters and further 
visits after the termination of the exchange. 


Students on the exchange were exposed to a variety of cultural 
experiences as a result of the activities which were planned and 
carried out by the twinned group. 


In Quebec, our students took part in a number of activities 
while visiting the province of Quebec including a visit to a cheese 
factory, a furniture factory, the Quebec Winter Carnival, the Quebec 
Parliament, historical Lower Quebec, the University of Laval, the 
University of Sherbrooke, Bishop's University, a reception at City 
Hall, time spent in classes and a Cabane a Sucre not to mention a 
wide variety of social events. 


While in Edmonton, our group has organized the following events 
and activities: a half-day in classes, a tour of the city, a visit 
to City Hall, the Muttart Conservatory, the Provincial Legislature, 
The Provincial Museum and Archives, the Alberta Game Farm, the 
Strathcona Science Park, the Stony Plain Multicultural Centre, Palm 
Dairy, Fort Edmonton, a luncheon at school and a trip to Jasper. 


Like all activities which we engage in, it is only successful 
as a result of the amount of effort which is put into it and the 
Sincerity of those involved. We encourage all students to pursue 
such activities in earnest in order to continue to grow and learn. 
May we continue to have success with this project and with similar 
ones in our school.
